Firſt in his name, foz I 
that Chailte is righteouſnelle it ſelfe, 
raigning in mens conſciences, and 
bꝛinging peace to py ſoul:ſecandly in his 2 
parents Ch2ift is without father in re⸗ 
ſpect of his manhod, & without mother 
in reſpect of his godhead: Thirdly i inhis 3 
offices, Chꝛiſt is a King to raigne, and 
a Pzieft tooffer vp ſacriffice to God his 
father foꝛ ener, Then we conſidered the 
deedes of Melcbizgdech, which was the

lieue the wearied army of Abram: when 


J confufed the fancie of the Papiſts, 
that would haue this bꝛead and wine of 
Melc higedec b, to be a figure of their 
Maſſe: Firſt, ſhewing that if there had 
beene any ſuche matter in it, the holy 
Ghoſt woulde haue noted it in the 7. to 
the Hebrewes, where he delcribeth him 
ſo largely. Fo21f it had figured ſo great 
a miſterie as they account their maſſe 


to be, the holy Ghoſt would not haue ſect 


ſo light by it, as to haue ſayde neuer a 
woꝛd, of if, Melchizedech bꝛought fa2th 
bꝛead, but they deny their ſacrifice to be 
bꝛed, but the body of Chꝛiſt: Jn denying 
their wafer cake to be bꝛead, they ſay 
truelp, foꝛ it is a paltrie thing, not mo⸗ 
ning the ſenſes of the receiuers to that 
conſideration it ſhould : Beſides that, it 
bath been made as many w21ght,of bad 
confections, as dogs greaſe. And ſome 
of their aunceſtoꝛs befoze time made 
their ſtuffe with infants blod, and ſome 
with moꝛe filthy x abhominable things 
then are here to be named. Melchize- 
dech bꝛought fozth bꝛead and wine to re⸗ 
e : freſhe 
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freſhe the feeble fouldiers, wherin was 
noted, that the Lozd doth alwayes p20 
uide fo2 thoſe that trauaile in his buſts 
neſe, and take paines to deliuer the op- 
pꝛeſſed, as Abram aduenturing to deli⸗ 
uer his bꝛother Lot, receiueth comfoꝛt by 
a ſtranger. Melchizedech bleſſed 4bram 
from the loꝛd, in which his woꝛds were 
noted, that bleſſinges come from God. x 
that they are the Loꝛdes bleſſinges, and 
not mans that ſtande, and his curſes 
that take effect. Next they that comfoꝛt 
the afflicted are bleſſed of God, and 
they that greeue the ſpirite of God 
in his childꝛen, by adding afflictions fo 
afflictions,are curſed of God: comming 
from that to the title whereinhe called 
him poſſeſſour of Heauen and earth. J 
noted he gaue God theſe titles, beeing 
onely poſſeſſour of Heauen, and that the 
Pope cannot open and ſhut it with his 
pardons at his pleaſure, foz heaven is 
theLo2des: and next in that he nameth 
him poſſeſſour of earth: Jnoted that 
he will fake account of vs whether wee 
bſe it as he hath directed vs, oꝛ abuſe it 
Ns to his will, and therein we ſee 
| + what 
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what a happye and bleſſed thing it is 
fo: Gods childzen, whoſe kingdome and 


inheritaunce is not vpon theearth but 


in heanen, where no tyꝛannous oppꝛeſ⸗ 
fours tan trouble and annoy: on the o⸗ 
ther fide what a wofnll chaunge ſhall 
theſe oppꝛeſſing tyꝛantes make, which 
ſap, now þ earth is theirs to ſerue their 
luſts, and then they muſt flit to hel from 
che earth fo: their abuſing if.

enter into the hiſtoꝛie of the King of So- 
dome, that we conſider what Abram did 
to Melcbiſedech; The holy ghoſt ſayth, 
Abram gaàue him Tyth of all, wherein 
he giueth vs to conſider that 4b rem be⸗ 
ing lightened by Gods ſpirite, ſawe in 
Melcbizgdecb ſome moꝛe extellent thing 
then is oꝛdinarilpe founde in men, and 
therefo:e he gaue him an extrao2dinary 
entertainment, and pꝛeſented him with 


luch a pꝛelent, as we reade not ol in the 
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Scriptures, vntil we come to this plate 
therefoꝛe that we may the better vnder⸗ 
ſtand it let vs obſerue. Firſt what it is x 
that is giuen, namely Tythes Second- 2 
lp, to whome it was giuen, to Melchize- 
dec h. Thirdly by whome they were gi⸗ 3 
uen, by Abram, and Fourthlp, whereof 4 
theſe Tythes were, which are ſet down 
by the holy Ghoſte in the epiſtle to the 
Hebrewes,7.to be of the ſpopls which A- 
bram had gotten in the Warres,as aps 
peareth in yp fourth verſe. Tythes were 
a poꝛtion which the Loꝛde reſerued to 
him ſelfe to be paid to himſelfe,by them 
to whome he gaue the poſſeſſion of the 
earth, and the enioping of Earthlpe 
bleſſings, ſo Meſes ſapth Leuit. 27. 30. 
The tich is the Lords, it is holy to the Lord. 
So 1 acob ſapd, Genne. 28.22. Of all thou 
halt giue me, I will giae tbe tent h to thee, 
which thinge was peldedasa teſtimo- 
nie of their gratefull x thankful minds 
to him that beſtowed thoſe benefites vp- 
pon them, and as an acknowledgement 
that all they had was the Loꝛdes, and 
they held the ſame of him in chiefe. Foꝛ 
the ſecond part to whom it was giuen, 
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it is here noted that it was fo Melc bi- 
redech, àn excellent perſon, a figure of 
Chꝛiſt, the ſonne of God, a choyſe man 
placed by the Loꝛd, as it were in his 
owne roome, to take homage of Abram 
foꝛ the Loꝛds right, and thus the Loꝛde 
hath delt in ſundꝛy places of the ſcrip- 
ture, appointing diuers ſonnes of men 
to be his deputies, to receiue reliefe of 
thoſe out ward ſignes of the inward ho⸗ 
nour due vnto himſelfe, of which ſoꝛtes 
there be pꝛincipally 4. Firſt the Leaves 
appointed to teache Gods people, who 
being ſirſt curſed by Iacob foꝛ the blodi⸗ 
neſſe of the handes of Leui, and left with 
out any tribe 02 inherifaunce, but to be 
deuided in /«cob,andſcattered in [ſra:1. 
Gen. 49.7. their hands were after ſanc⸗ 
tified of the Loꝛd foꝛ ſhewing their loue 
t zeale tothe Loꝛd, in killing the idola⸗ 
tours which had killed the Calfe. The 
curſe of deuiding & ſcattering, the Lo2d 
applied as a means that his law might 
be taught in euerp coꝛner of l/ aell, and 
the lolle of their inheritaunte he recom⸗ 
penſed by ſeeding them with his owne 
P22 tion, and pꝛomiſing them wy” he 
him 
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himſelte wauld be their lot and their in⸗ 
heritance. mb. 18. 20. The ſecond ſoꝛt 
are the pooze, che ſtranger, the father⸗ 
leffe,and the widow. Pert. 26. 1 2. The 
third lozt are Ringes, wyome the Loꝛde 
hath placed in his owne rome, to guide 
and gouerne his people, as 3 emue! ſayd 
when the people woulde needes haue a 
Ring, he will take the tenth of your ſerd 


and ok pour fields and giue it to his Eu- 


nuc hes and to his ſeruants.1. Sam. 8. 15. 
The fourthe ſoꝛt, ewere the childꝛen of 
the Pꝛophetes trapned vp at ſchwle at 
Nama, and ſuch other plates as Uniuer⸗ 
ſities, that they might bee the apter foꝛ 
the matters of the Loꝛd, as map be ga⸗ 
thered by ſund2ye places of ſcripture, 
Next comineth it tobe conſidered, who 
papde Tythes:namely Abram:wherein 
the author to the Hebrues. noteth what 
an excellent man Me!chizedech was, to 
whom Abram the Patriarł paid Tythes: 
but farre moꝛe excellente is the Aing⸗ 
dome and Pꝛieſthod of Chꝛiſte, figured 
by Melchiz:dech : he alſo doth teache vs 
that the end and aboliſhing of the pꝛieſt⸗ 
Hove of Leni was figured in this, tat 

Ei 
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Leni in the loinesof Abrew papd Tyths 
to Melchixedecb. This alſo was figured 
in that the pꝛieſts, x Lexites paid tythes 
(of thoſe Tythes which were bꝛot aht 
them) to the high pꝛieſt ( who was alſo a 
ſigure of Chꝛiſte.) Nam. 8. 26. Laſtly, in 
this text we are to note whereot he payd 
tythes, which the holy ghoſt to the Hebr. 
7. 4. anſwereth to be of the ſpoils gotten 
by his handes. There were ſund2y ſoꝛts 
ol Tythes paped, as of the fruites of the 
ground, ot the gapnes of their handes, 
ok the entreaſe ok their Cattel, whereby 
we ſe the great care that God had foz 
the Leuites in pꝛouiding, foꝛ them that 
had no inheritaunce of their owne : ſa 
that as the people of . / rael had encreaſe 
of any fruites, the Leuites attending bps 
pon religion, had their poꝛtion of the 
ſame, As theſe tithes were of diuers 
ſoꝛts, ſo were they diuerſly papd, of ſome 
they papde the ficlt fruites, of ſome the 
third, of ſome the fenth:ſome were payd 
in mony,t ſome other wiſe, whereby we 

ſee p the holy ghoſt ſpeaking of tythes, 

is not alwais to be vnderſtod of tcts as 
ſome do take it, but theſe tythes ers 
«33 0 
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il the fruits gotten by Abram his hands. 
Chus haue vou heard the ſumme of this 
text. But now it is conuenient (this be⸗ 
ing the firſt time that we finde the mat⸗ 
ter of Tythes, ſpoken of ſince we began 
this boke of Geneſit) that we ſhoulde ens 
ter deeper into theſe woꝛdes and learne 
ſome what out of them fo2 our ſelues. 
Which matter J would gladly paſſe o⸗ 
tier fo2 the anopding of falſe ſurmiſes x 
finifter repoꝛtes, but that our ſauiour in 
that commiſſion giuen in the latter end 
dk the 28. after Mathew, giueth com⸗ 
mandement, ſaping, teach them to doe all 
that I baue commanded you: and the Apo⸗ 
le Paul in the Act.. 20. cap. 26. and 27. 
verſes pꝛoteſteth that he is free from the 
blonde of all men,fo2 that hee kept nos 
thing backe, but had ſhewed them al the 
counſell of God: the miniſter therefo:e 
muſte teache all that Chziſte hath com- 
manded, euen all the councells of God 
revealed in his woꝛde, andhe that kee⸗ 
th them backe, ſhall be founde guiltye 
th of the bꝛeache of the commaunde⸗ 
ment of Chꝛiſt, andalſoof the blonde ot 
his flocke, The Paſfoz muſt teach _ 
d | bis 
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foꝛe, and pou muſte learne not onelp to 
know the duty ofa Piniſter to his peo⸗ 
ple, but alſo of the people towards their 
miniſter. Howſoeuer therefoꝛe the doc⸗ 
frine deliuered, ſhall bee miſtaken and 
wꝛeſted, vet the trueth muſk bee deliue⸗ 
red, let men take it as they will, the 
Loꝛd will giue it ſich ſucceſſe as he ſhal 
thinke beſt. Dome peraduenture will 
aſke what this matter of tythes apper⸗ 
taineth to the miniſterie now?: and wil, 

(to ſaue their gods) ſap. that theſe were 
teremoniall lawes, and ſo were abꝛoga⸗ 
ted by Chꝛiſtes comming. To whom J 
anſwere, that the Loꝛde (of that poꝛtion 


reſerued vnto himſelfe) appointed ſome 
part to the Leuites foꝛ the mapntenance 


of the miniſtery about the Loꝛds work, 
and ſome part of them foꝛ the ſacrifices 
of meate offeringes. d2inke offeringes, 
ſinne offerings, treſpaſſe offerings, and 
peace offerings:this laſt part fo2 the ſa⸗ 
crifices was ceremoniall, and ſo Chꝛiſt 
the bodpe being come, the ſhadowes are 
ended. But this, that homage bee done 
to the King of all Kings, and that 
the miniſtrie be maintained {oz the (ct 

ting 
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ting fo2th of the true woꝛſhip of God, 
and ſuppꝛeſling of all falſe woꝛſhips, is 
not ceremontall but moꝛall, and ſhall ſo 
long continue as any fate of a Church 
oꝛ religion ſhall be vppon the earth. Be 
therefoꝛe that ſhal ſay that this is alto⸗ 
geather ceremonial and ended by other, 
ſapth p Chꝛiſt is a hinderer.æ leſſe cares 
ful foꝛ the miniſtrie of the Goſpell, then 
hee was fo2 the exerciſe of figures ⁊ ſha⸗ 
dows vnder the law. But many of theſe 
men which ſo willingly woulde haue 
this lawe fo2 the mainfenaunce of the 
miniſtrie tobe diſanulled as ceremont- 
al, and pet do like inough, a to much of 
other ceremonies, not onelp Jewiſhe, 
but Antichꝛiſtian and Popiſh, euen ta⸗ 
ken from the heathen do hereby declare 
that it is not the teremonie, which they 
would haue buried, but the pꝛeaching ol 
the Goſpell that they can not abide, fo2 
that it rippeth vp their conſciences, it 
rubbeth iuſt where they are galled, and 
diſconereth their ſinnes: It is not a ce⸗ 
remonie, it is this that greeueth them. 
On the otherſide, ſatan ( ſeking to bꝛing 
the miniſters either to llacke their dili⸗ 
cence 
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gence in Gods matters, and fo get their 
bꝛead by other meanes, oꝛ by pouerty ta 
runne into debt, contempt and ſhame) 
bath rayſed bp a ſoꝛt of couetous men, 
which pull from the miniſters what 
they can, and will as willingly haue 
their guts dzawne out of their belly, as 
they will part from any of their godes 
fo: the maintenaunce of the miniſters. 
And theſe men wil ſeeme to haue ſcrip⸗ 
ture fo2 their purpoſe, yea they haue 
this at their fingers end out of A4 at. Io. 
8. Freely yee haue receined, freely giue, (0 
far they haue learned, but no further,foz 
that it ſerued not their purpoſe: oꝛ our 
Sautour left not his Apoſtles without 
their p2ouifton in this their paynefull

crauing the men he defirith not the gods, 
but is willing to leaue them with him: on 
the other de, he ſheweth great charitie x 
pitty towards his ſubiecs in he ſueth ſo 
earneſtly to haue them ſet at liberty. This 
ſarely iaa notable ſupplicatio, and a very 
rare example of a ſinguler ſuit. It we con- 
ſider all tircumſtaunces. Firſt he is very 
pm2e,then his country is ſpopled, next his 
gods are caried alwap, he is leſt very bare, 
why doth he not rather in reſpcc ofhim- 
ſelf, ſeke the riches and aſke the gods the 
traue the men. Why doth he not conſider 
Phehath nothing to kcepe them on, no not 
fo: himſelfe. All theſe confiderations are 
ſwallowed by þ loue he beareth to his ſub⸗ 
iects, his mercie to his me ful of miſeries 
calamities, cauſeth him to regard none of 
thoſe things, but he ſaith, Gize me tbe per- 
ſon: take the goods to thy ſelfe. This exam⸗

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ple is ſeldome followed( ta ſhame z ſpeak 
it of the miſerable woꝛldlings that line in 
theſe dapes ) p this pꝛophane king not pꝛo⸗ 
keſling God, dwelling at the vile place So- 
dom, ſhe lued moꝛe mercy towards men, the 
many called Chꝛiſtiãs, dwelling in body 

of Chziſtian realms, do to their Chꝛiſtian 
bꝛethzt. Few are thoſe maiſters p tender 
not their beaſts moꝛe then their ſeruants, 
few are the Landlo2ds that regarde not p 
gods moꝛe then men, as » oppꝛeſſing of p 
pooꝛe, by rackinges of rentes, by exteſſiue 
fines, by crtrao2dinary paiments, gnaws 
ing from the the bzcad gottt᷑ with painful 
hands, befoze it can come into p; child2ens 
bellyes, and the vnharbouring of the har- 
bourleſſe, when they hauc ſcraped them to 
the bones doth witneſſe, and the cry of the 
ſame doth tome to the ears of the Loꝛd of 
hoſts, by the pitiful cõplaints of men, wo⸗ 
men, and childzen, widowes r Dꝛphans, 
yea, the fatherleſſe infantes ar at deinen to 
waple, becauſe that mercileſſe Landloꝛds 
traue the gods e haue no compaſſion vp- 
pon ch2iſtians. To be ſhoꝛt, few are thoſe 
miniſters jj care moꝛe foꝛ the ſoules, then 
foz the ſtipeds and tithes, as the couetous 
heap⸗ 
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heaping vp of manp betiefices fogeather, 
the numbet of none relldentes, 5 carelcfle 
ſetting oner of ſaules, to iourneꝝ men and 
hirelings that wil ferne beſt thepe, ß græ⸗ 
dy ſcraping foꝛ tithes, p ſeldome pꝛeching, 
yea many great Nabu which would be, 
courted toly pꝛeathers, will pꝛeach no of- 
tener then ſhame la w, 02 initiation com- 
pell the, Pea ſome that ſhould ſpur others 
foꝛward, map be p:cfcted in their ſenerail 
charges fo2 default of their quarker Ser⸗ 
mons. This telkiftcth p they lecke not the 
foules but the godes. Thus in theſe fewe 
woꝛdes we ep courſe of the woꝛld in ge⸗ 
neral, which is to be cdemned by this er⸗ 
ample of the king of 50, Ifeare it wil 
not be amende» til God torſume bs 4 our 
toꝛruptions with fier, as he did p Sodomirs, 
Che tune is patt, che antwerof Abram J 
1 4. dap of thy werke.
